For instance, the 
bulletin points out, the sumac, so 
common in Comanche county, sup­ 
plies a yellow die that was once 
used entirel yby tin* Spanish and 
Indians of this country for color­ 
ing leather. The mesquite produc­ 
t's a yellow dye that was used also 
by the aborigines. The root of the 
dogwood makes a brilliant red dye 
that was used by the Indians to 
make most of their brilliant col­ 
ors. 
This grows abundantly and 
tin* yield is considerable, and the 
color is the most brilliant produc­ 
ed by any American tree. In addi­ 
tion to these is the yellow oak 
and the black walnut. Both of 
these trees produce dye. 
In the 
oak the coloring matter lies just 
under the hark while the outer 
hulls of the nuts of the walnut pro­ 
duce the coloring matter. 
The commercial possibilities of 
these things have never been giv­ 
en any attention hv the people of 
this country, but in case the war 
continues for a sufficient time for 
these things to be established the 
government officials seem to think 
it might prove valuable.

We had something in tin* paper 
some time ago about a test of pea­ 
nuts to he made by tin* Comanche 
oil mill, which aroused considera­ 
ble interest 011 the part of the far­ 
mers of the county, and caused a 
good many of them to offer their 
peanuts for the purpose of making 
the test. 
However they were un­ 
able to obtain enough and so they 
have decided to buy outright en­ 
ough to make the te st: hence the 
advertisement in today’s 
paper. 
They will pay all that the nuts are 
worth and take the risk of the 
loss. The nuts are to be ground 
and pressed thru the same as cot­ 
ton seed to see whether the mach­ 
inery will handle the nut. and if 
ntft how much additional machin­ 
ery they will have to have. 
This may mean considerable to 
the farmers and feeders of the 
county. If the peanut can be sold 
pdofitahly in addition to its feed­ 
ing value it will go a long way to 
taking the place of cotton.

Those were heroic* times. 
The State offered

uous efforts were made to effect 
his capture. 
A Dallas detective g< i wind of 
him in a small town in Florida, 
where it developed he was living 
and running a meat market with 
his brother-in-law.

I detective learned that Hardin had 
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Bud Dixon, Tom Dixon and Jim 
Taylor, all of whom were cousins j ^ ¿ "'s u s p ic io u s and was about to 
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of the Hardin boys, and also met 
Wood, Oreen, Evans 
and Boba. 
W hen we sat down to supper the 
ladv of the house told the crowd 
that Charlie Webb ahd arrested 
her son and if she could she would 
kill him. 
One of the party said 
they would get away with him for 
her when they got him to the right 
place. 
There was a great deal of 
talking and juggling

j about this and other matters.

| him at the race track, saw him in 
the evening at the saloon, where I 
went to collect a stable account tor j 
keeping a horse for him.

Dickson said Hardin had robbed 
him at the race track and he would 
not stand much more of it. 
Several witnesses testified that 
W ebb was a genial, peaceful man 
and a brave officer. 
The trial was very vigorously 
contested. 
As will be noted from 
the above evidence, the State en­ 
deavored to prove that Hardin pro 
voked the difficulty with Webb in 
order to kill him. 
It is not clear 
that such was the case. 
The his­ 
tory of th** tragic 
event would 
have been different if Webb had 
not been in such a hurry to fire, 
lb* had a short time before that 
bought a pistol, and not knowing 
it had a hair trigger, in drawing 
it, it went off prematurely.

first, he was delivered over to tin 
Comanche county authorities. 
An attempt was made to mob 
him here while in jail, but the de­ 
termined stand tak«*n by Sh«*riff 
Frank Wilson prevented it 
He appealed his case and it was 
affirmed Ju ly 5, 18<8. He began at 
once to serve his sentence. 
His 
conduct in tho prison was so good 
that he was made superintendent 
of the prison Sunday school, and 
after serving about twenty years 
of his sentence he was pardoned 
No one doubted but that he would 
lead a better life, but he took his 
old habits up where he had left 
them twenty years 
before, and 
within six months after Lis release 
was killed by a man named Sel- 
man in an E i Paso saloon. 
It is noteworthy that his slayer, 
Selman, was 
himself atterwards 
killed by a man named S c a rb o r­ 
ough, and Scarborough was killed 
in Arizona. 
Taylor, 
H a rd in ’s 
right-hand 
man, was killed in 1875 at t ucro 
and five of the desperate crowd of 
bandits now lie in neglected graves 
in Comanche’s cemetery, the D ick­ 
sons, th«* Anderson boys and B a r­ 
rickman. 
The rest of the 
gang 
died violent deaths. And thus has 
been proven true tin* Bible state- 
ment “ As ye sow, so shall ye 
reap. ” 
The pistol by John W esley H a r­ 
din in the killing of W ebb is now 
in the possession of Dr. A. L. Ham ­ 
ilton.

this cannot be done if we neglect 
the physical needs of the institution 
While the college is in somewhat 
better condition in a physical sense, 
it lacks much of meeting present de­ 
mands. 
If former legislatures had 
been as diligent as the present in 
making provision for our

Washington, 
Ju ly 6.— A 
pros­ 
pective cotton crop of 12,500,000 
bales, equivalent to 500 pounds 
each this season, is estimated from 
th«* department 
of agriculture’s 
June 25 condition and aereage re­ 
port issued today. That would be 
2,600,000 bales less than last ye a r’s 
crop, or a reduction of 22 per c«*nt. 
In all 31,535.000 
acres 
were 
planted this year, showing that 
the government's repeated appeals 
to cotton growers to reduce their 
cotton acreage had been heeded. 
Reduction from last ye a r’s area 
amounted to 5,871,000 acres, or 
15.7 per cent. 
Along tin* Atlantic coast the crop 
deterioated during June, but con­ 
ditions improved in Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas 
and
